| The co-operative creamerics, uns} 
{der the direction of W. A, Wilson, 
| dairy commissioner of the Saskatche- 
wan Government, have created a re- 
cord for the year 1916 up to the end} 
of October, The chief item in the 
| record is the increase of production 
| by half a inillion pounds of butter, of 
20 per cent, as compared with the 
same period of last year, 

| During the season the co-operative 
creameries had a total output of 
| 2,500,000 pounds of butter. Sixty- 
jseven cars of butter have been) 
shipped to points outside the pro- 
vince, while the local trade took care 
;of about four carloads per month, 
There were 9,200 farmers who sup- 
plied milk and cream to the cream-! 
cries, 

A new venture proved to be a suc- 
feess. This was a trial shipment of| 
{butter to England from Alberta, 
{Manitoba and § atchewan, . the} 
provinces combining to make a car- 
load of butter, which went to Man- 
‘chester, England, This shipment of 
| butter was made direct from Regina 
jand contained butter from Manitoba 
and Alberta as well as-that furnished 
{by the creameries of Saskatchewan, | 
‘All the details in connection with this} 
{shipment were looked after person-! 
jally by Mr, Wilson, and it was parti-|

What Study of Larger Glaciers in| [ts 


B. C. Has Revealed

Mrs, Walcott have just returned to 
Washington after several months’ 
field work in Canada, 
by only a packer and cook, they! 
spent most of the summer and carly! 
fall on the continental divide, which! 
forms the boundary line between Al- 
berta and British Columbia, south of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway study- 
ing the cambrian rocks, containing 
the fossil remains of the earliest ani- 
mal life, > 

Owing to the heavy snowfall of 
the previous winter, and the fact that 
most of the geological formations 
which they wished to examine were 
in the deep snow about the timber 
line, little progress was made iy July. 
In August, however, sections\were 
examined and measured in the Mount 
Assiniboine region, and from there 
northwest to the celebrated Kicking 
Horse pass, where the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway has bored a double loop 
through the mountain in order to ob- 
tain a feasible grade on the western 
side of the pass, 

Some years ago Dr, Walcott found 
a remarkable fossil fauna in boulders 
which had been carried inta Kicking 
lorse canyon by glaciers that have 
long since disappeared, This season 
he located the source of these bould- 
ers high up in the mountain cirque, 
where a portion of what must have 
been a great hanging glacier is still 
active, 

Mrs. Walcott, formerly Miss Mary 
Vaux, of Philadelphia, who has stud- 
ied glaciers for several years, and is 
well known as an Alpinist, visited 
Glacier, British Columbia, where she 
measured the position of two large 
glaciers, and determined that the 
front ice foot in each case had re- 
treated at the rate of 100 fect a year 
during the past two years, Steel 
plates were placed on the ice on the 
present surveyed boundary lines, The 
plates will be buried beneath the 
winter's snows, but, since their posi- 
tions are relatively low as to alti- 
tude, the snow will be melted off next 
summer, and their locations then y 
indicate the amount of forward flow 
of ice during the year, Mrs. Wal- 
cott’s studies prove that the ice has 
been steadily retreating during the 
past six years, » Her measurements 
agree with observations made in Al- 
aska, and indicate that the climate is 
not as severe on ihe Pacific side 
of the continent ao it. was a decade 
ago. 

During the field work a large num- 
ber of photographs were taken, in- 
cluding a dozen or more panoramic 
views, exposures being made on con- 
tinuous films of cight feet in length, 
Besides being of great scenic interest 
these photographs form valuable pic- 
torial records showing the general 
localities visited and definite loca- 
tions of certain stratd and fossil 
beds.

Poe a ee IE TER TEE RR PS 


The National Service Board of Canada has been 
oharged with the duty and responsibility of making inveet- 
igations and formulating plans that will in eome moasure 
provide for those adjuetments in our national life, necess- 
ary for the maintenance of the agricultural and other basic 
industries of the Dominion, at that high point of produc- 
tien and efficiency so absolutely essentially to the success: 


ful prosecution of the war, while continuing uaimpaired | 


the indispensible public services of the country, To 
aceomplish these results, and insure the maximum produe- 
tien of war material and equipment, the services of all 
available men andl women of Canada must be utilized in 
sueh a manner as will, while achieving these purposes, 
permit of the release from their present employment of 
mon who, physically fit and of suitable age, may desire to 
serve overseas with our military or naval forces. 

To lay the foundation for this work an inventory of 
the man-power of Canada must be made quickly and ata 
minimum cost, writes R. B. Bennett, director general of 


the National Service, in a personal letter to the Oat. 


Continuing he says we-haveconcluded td: wiilize the 
facilities provided by the Post Office Department for our 
purposes. I enclose a copy of the public notice, from 
whieh you will observe that we propose to place in the 
hands of each postmaster a sufficient number of National 
Service eards to enable ene to be filled out and returned 
in the envelope, which we also supply, within ten days of 
their receipt.

A DAZZLING CAREER 


Spy Became Sirdar and In Fourteen 
Years Avenged Gordon—Hie Chance | 
Came Through Indiecipline 


In the early days in Egypt Kitchener | 
was daring almost to rashness, living | 
among the sons of the desert for | 
months at a time, in order to acquire 
@ knowledge of the Mahdi’s move 
ments and conspiracies. And so clever 
was he in disguising bimeelf that even 
his own comrades not know him. 
Indeed, one day a soldier flung a brick- 
bat at Kitchener, whom he méstook | 
for “a bloomin’ nigger,” tnfiieting 
rather a nasty scalp weund. His 
cleverness in disguising himeelf, 
coupled with a knowledge of Arabic, 
wifich he had picked up in his wander. ' 
ings in Syria, made him invaluable 
to the authorities, He wae chief of 
the Becret Service, living for two years 
with the Arabs as one of themselves, 
etd the following incident, the truth 
of which is vouched for by one of Lord 
Kitchener's relatives, strikingly {llus- 
trates his personal courage and olever- 
ness, Two Arab spies feigned deaf- 
ness, and Kitchener could get nothing 
from them. In half an hour another 
@py was caught and bundled into the 
tent with the other two. They were 
left for an hour, talking briskly all 
the time, and then the door was 
thrown open and the third spy de 
Mmanded to be taken to headquarters, 
It was Kitchener himself, who had, 
of course, found out all he wanted te 
know. 

Wept Over Gordon 

Long years after Gordon perished 
at Khartoum, Sirdar Kitchener re-took 
the city in triumph after Omdurman 
and gave the martyr Christian burial. 
The scene is sketched by Steevens as 
follows: “The troops formed up before 
the palace on three sides of a rec- 
tangle. The Sirdar, the Generals of 
Givision and brigade, and the ataff 
stood in the. open space facing the 
palace. The Sirdar raised his hand. 
A pull on the halliards; up ran, out 
flew the Union Jack. “Three cheers 
for the Queen!” cried the Sirdar; hel- 
mets leaped in the air, and the melan- 
choly ruins woke to the first whole- 
some shout of all these years. Then 
came forward the pipers and wailed 
a dirge, and the Sudanese band played 
‘Abide With Me.’ Perhaps lips did 
twitch just a little to see the ebony 
heathens fervently blowing out Gor- 
don’s favorite hymn; but the most 
irresistible incongruity would hardly 
have made us laugh. And there were 
those who said the cold Sirdar himself 
could hardly speak or see, as General 
Hunter and the rest stepped out and 
shook his hand. What wonder? He 
had trodden this road to Khartoum 
for fourteen years, and he stood at 
the goal at last.” 

It was characteristic of so uncon- 
ventional a nature that his firet step 
to fortune and greatness was a piece 
of indiscipline. He was on leave in 
Alexandria on the eve of the famous 
bombardment, and, knowing that a 
telegram recalling him tu Cyprus was 
imminent;-h¢ arranged with # friendly 
press-man to delay its reaching his 
hands until the weekly boat to Cyprus 

gone. 
Why Egypt Worehipped 

Spoken of reverently as “El Lord” 
or “Kooch-Nohr,” he came to be re- 
garded in Egypt and Sudan by the 
masees of the people almost as a semi- 
divinity, such as were Seti and Rames- 
es by the Egyptians of old. For the 
races of the Sudan he was a far great- 
er one than the old Mahdi. The 
trlumph of Kitchener in Egypt was the 
triumph of youth. Here he associated 
with his great task young men of 
tried mettle in whom he could place 
confidence. He was, in Steevens’ 
words, ‘a blend of French audacity 
of imagination, American ingenuity 
and British doggedness in execution. 
Everybody told him that he would 
never get the gunboats over the 
Fourth Cataract; a General who had 
been there in the Wolseley days de- 
livered a lecture pt ped wry un- 
mercifully the mad impossibility of 
the scheme. A day or two after the 
Sirdar sent the boats over.” 


EIGHT SONS IN THE ARMY 


Old Couple Left In 
stances 
A letter from the King congratulat- 
ing them in having eight sons in the 
army is the proud possession of Mr. 
and Mrs. G. Coward, of 12 Chapel 
avenue, Addlestone, Surrey, Mr, 
Coward was a plasterer, but for 
twelve years an injured foot has kept 
him from work. Mrs, Coward had 
five of her sons at home, all giving 
her money, but now they are gone 
and the home must be kept going as 
well as may be on an army allowance 
of only $1.80 a week. Her family 
comprises ten sons, All but the two 
eldest are serving, and of these two 
the elder has given his only son and 
the younger has tried three times to 
enlist, only to be rejected because 
of a defective foot.

REASONS FOR RENEWED OPTIMISM 
IN FUTURE OF WESTERN CANADA 


GOOD RETURNS RECEIVED FOR FARM PRODUCT 


Financial Value of Crops in Western Canada Greater This Year 
Than Ever Before, and Even at Lower Yield, Farming 
Was More Profitable 


Last year Canada produced _ the 
largest crop in its history. Of wheat 
alone, it produced 376,300,000 bushels, 
of which the three western provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta produced — 343,000,000 bushels, 
‘or nine-tenths,” This year, according 
to the latest official estimates made 
by the Dominion Government, Can- 
ada will produte less than 175,000,000 
bushels, the western provinces ac- 
counting for less than 150,000,000 
bushels, Unofficial estimates place 
the yield somewhat higher, 

Before any too hasty~ conclusions 
are reached regarding this apparently 
disappointing comparison, certain 
facts must be borne in mind, For one 
thing, last year's crops were really 

henomenal, They more than doub- 
ed the 1914 crops, and were consid- 
erably more than fifty per cent, grea- 


ter than in 1913, the previous “bum- ! 
year 1915 was an 


er year, The 
ideal season in all climatic respects, 
Patriotic sentiment, also, that placed 
the production of food supplies for 
Great Britain and her Allies in the 
light of the most essential duty, was 
at a very high pitch, 

So large, indeed, was the acreage 
ander cultivation in 1915 that the re- 
sulting crop proved too large to be 
all threshed the same fall. It over- 
loaded railroads, and made marketing 
slow. A less amount of fall plowing 
was dong than would have been done 
in a less heavy year, because the av- 


erage farmer was too busy with his_ 


threshing. All these conditions ne- 
cessarily reacted upon the acreage 
seeded in the spring of 1916, Add to 
this that labor this year, owing to the 
great number of Canadians who hav 
enlisted , is scarce and high-priced, 
and one factor in the decreased yield 
—smaller acreage under crop-—is evi- 
dent. 

Another factor is that this year 
Western Canada has experienced, in 
common with the entire North Amer- 
ican continent, conditions that have 
been less favorable to the production 
of big crops. The conditions have re- 
sulted in smaller yield per acre, and 
reduced grade of grain in certain lo- 
calities, 

The average yield of wheat in the 
three western provinces is estimated 
by the governinent at about 16 bush- 
els per acre, oats 43 bushels, and bar- 
ley 27 bushels, These yields are 
much less than for 1915, especially in 
the case of wheat, but it must be re- 
membered of course, that these esti- 
mates are not final, Until actual re- 
turns are received from the thresh- 
ers, all estimates are only calcula- 
tions based on fallible principles, 
Such uncollated threshers’ figures as 
have come to our notice, and which 
have been printed without comment 
in this publication, reveal that in a 
large number of cases the actual re- 
turns are far in excess of the esti- 
mates, 

A further reason for a renewed 6p- 
timism in the future of Western 
Canada is to be found in the fact that 
the trying conditions that have pre- 
vailed this year have, as has already 
been pointed out, been common to 
the North American continent. In 
the United States the first estimate 
of the wheat yield has, when con- 
trasted with the latest figures issued, 
been reduced by some twenty per 
cent, The year 1915 was a “bumper 
year” in the United States as well as 
in Canada, Four hundred million 


bushels less of wheat are being pro-| 


duced in the United States this year 
from nine million less acres, ‘The 
first estimate made this year of the 
robable wheat yield was 759,000,000 
ushels; the latest estimate is 607,- 
000,000 bushels, Oats have been re- 
duced by 85,000,000 bushels, barley by 
21,000,000 bushels, The latest esti- 
mate for wheat shows, in round fig- 
ures, only 12 bushels per acre, ag- 
ainst Western Canada’s 16, and ag- 
ainst last year’s U. S, 17; oats 30 
bushels, against Western Canada's 
43, and last year's U. S, 38; and bar- 
ley 24 bushel against Western Can- 
ada’s 27 and t year’s U. S, 32, 
The financial value of their crops 
to Western Canadian farmers 
been greater this year than ever be- 
fore, Owing to the high prices of 
grain that are prevailing, returns 


have been received that are extreme-| 


ly profitable. With wheat standing 
at the present time at over $1.90 per 
bushel at the Great Lakes, a wheat 
crop at present figures would pay the 
farmer, even supposing he had only 
the average of 16 bushels per acre, 
over $30 per acre, A large number 
are receiving $50 per acre, some have 
received $75, and a few even more 
than that, 

This price, of course, is not all pro- 
fit; it represents the gross return, and 
the cost of operation must be deduct- 
ed, But it does not, even at the 
highest figures, cost more than 65c 
to raise a bushel of wheat in Western 
Canada, so that the profit can be fig- 
ured accordingly, It must be empha- 
sized that the acre which produces a 
$30 crop costs in the first case prob- 
ably less than that. In the United 
States the same class of land would 
cost in many districts from $100 to 
$200 per acre, and even then a return 
of $30 would be considered extremely 
satisfactory, In Western Canada the 
best class of agricultural land, cap- 
able of producing crops that in size 
compare with any country in the 
world except, perhaps, some Euro- 
pean countries, can be obtained at, 
on the average, from $20 to $30 per 
acre, with irrigated lands somewhat 
higher. It is no exaggeration what- 
ever to say that a number of Wes- 
tern Canadian farmers have paid for 
their land entirely from the proceeds 
of this year’s crop, and this includes 
men who this year began for the first 
time.—Western Canada Week By 
Week,

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France Gives Proofs 
Of German Cruelty 


Mistreatment of French Prisoners Is 
Described in Report 

The case of the French Govern- 
ment against Germany in regard to 
the alleged mistreatment of french 
prisoners of war is set out in detail 
in a volume of one hundred pages 
which has just been issued and which 
will be distributed abroad, The book 
|sums up reports of the Spanish Em- 
bassy in Berlin, of delegates from 
the International Red Cross Society 
who visited German prison camps, of 
doctofs and nurses who were intern- 
ed in these camps, and of testimony 
given under oath by crippled soldiers 
who have returned to France, The 
volume iticludes photographs receiv- 
ed from private sources and sketches 
from German illustrated papers. 

The French Government contends 
that the following accusations have 
been proved: “Theft from French 
prisoners; killing of wounded prison- 
ers; execution without formality of 
civilians arrested on the pretext of 
sniping; transportation of prisoners’ 
in foul cattle cars with healthy, sick 
and wounded crowded together indis- 
criminately without food or medic- 
ine; insults and violence to prisoners 
by German soldiers on their arrival 
in Germany; attacks upon French 
prisoners by women at Erfurt with 
knives, sickles and scythes, tolerated 
by the escort; spitting upon and 
whipping of prisoners by civilians, 
| kicking of prisoners by young Ger- 
}man recruits as they filed through 
| Torgau; great ravages in nearly all 
prison camps by tuberculosis devyel- 
joped by neglect of most elementary 
hygienic precautions; spread of ty- 
| phus among British and French pris- 
oners by mixing them with infected 
j Russians; general prevalence of rheu- 
matism in all prison camps as_ the 
result of dampness; enforced labor 
of prisoners of war on military works 
such as trench digging, manufacture 
of arms and munitions; insufficient 
food, shelter and clothing, 

Photographs of German camps are 
offered to show the prisoners in mid- 
winter with only tents or dugouts for 
shelter, It is charged that during the 
first winter in Germany large num- 
bers of prisoners were obliged to 
dig themselves into the ground for 
shelter or to constrict mud huts, and 
the Spanish Ambassador is quoted in 
support of this accusation, It is ad- 
mitted that some improvements on 
these conditions have been made in 
certain camps, 

In regard to the question of nour- 
ishment, Fréeneh surgeons and nurses 
who have returned to France after 
periods of captivity in Germany re- 
port that the insufficiency of food, 
coupled with other privations, has re- 
sulted in the spread of tuberculosis 
and other diseases such as erysipelas, 
scarlatina and gastritis, The latter 
sicknesses are reported to be very 
frequent in the camps of interned 
civilians, and particularly among 
| children, 
| Crippled 


soldiers returning to 
France from the camps of Langen- 
salza, Cassel-Viederwehren and Wit- 
tenberg report that Russian prison- 
ers carrying typhus contagion were 
scattered through these camps, start- 
ling an epidemic, 

The section of the hook which 
deals with the enforced labor of the 
prisoners of war charges that 1,500 
French prisoners were forced to work 
in the Krupp Works at Essen, Sev- 
eral thousand, it is also asserted, 
were sent to Courland province in 
Russia. where they were employed 
in building strategic railroads, In 
some munition factories Frenchmen 
were compelled to work, it is alleged, 
from 4 o'clock in the morning until 
8 o'clock in the evening.

Viscount Bryce Says U.S. Can No 


Longer Remain Isolated 

Viscoust Bryce, formerly British 
Ambassador to the United States, 
speaking at a meeting of the May- 
flower Club in London recently, held 
in the reception room of the House 
of Commons, discussing the preven- 
tion of future we endorsed the 
plan of “a combination of peace-lov- 
ing nations for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a permanent peace.” 

“The United States has hitherto 
stood apart in isolation, but isolation 
is no longer possible,” said Viscount 
Bryce. “Every country is now af- 
fected, and its safety threatened by 
the spirit of anti-democratic aggres- 
sion, The United States has avoided 
entangling alliances. But a league of 
peace would be no entangling alli- 
ance, It would be a smoothing down 
and straightening out of difficulties 
that threaten to embroil the world,” 

Viscount Bryce declared that ques- 
tions which have arisen between the 
United States and Great Britain with 
regard to the British exercise of bel- 
ligerent naval rights “are happily 
such as can be disposed of by pacific 
negotiation, and need not affect the 
permanent friendship of peoples at- 
tached to one another by so many 
ties,” 


Huge Dimensions 
Ot Cap.ured Zeppelin 


Compared in Size to a Modern 


Ocean Liner 


A correspondent who paid a visit 
to the super-Zeppelin brought to 
earth in kngland on Sept. 25 writes: 
“We had, ot course, all seen photo- 
graphs of the fallen Zeppelin, but 
no camera picture can ever convey 
an adequate idea of the monster that 
was lying helpless, but to all in- 
tents and purposes intact, in these 
Essex fields, One thing struck the 
whole of our party, namely, surprise 
at the huge dimensions of the air- 
ship, and a sense of wonder that it 
could possibly have come down in 
the condition in which it is to be 
found today, Although bent and 
twisted, the trellis aluminum frame 
shows quite clearly the general lines 
of the ship, After penetrating into 
the interior of the frame it seemed 
like standing in the centre of a huge 
aluminum liner and looking up from 
the keel plate to the deck. What 
impressed everyone next to the 
dimensions of the airship was the 
extraordinary lightness of the struc- 
ture, and we were surprised to find 
that a length of the trellis frame- 
work of ten or twelve feet could be 
raised and held quite easily with the 
little finger, The Zeppelin is prov- 
ed to be “133,” one of the largest in 
the German service, built lately, The 
gondolas number four, containing 
six Mercedes engines, cach of 240 
horse-power, working 1,600 revetn- 
tions to the minute, One gondola 
contains three engines, the remain- 
ing three each carrying one engine, 
There are five propellers, It has been 
estimated that she carried some two 
thousand gallons of petrol in her var- 
ious tanks, and that her colossal en- 
velope was filled with two million 
feet of ,gas. While being escorted 
around the airship, in the centre of 
which experts were still working and 
measuring, we were shown the “cat 
walk,” a narrow, scorched platform 
giving access to various parts of the 
ship, and the apparatus for dropping 
hombs, She is fitted with sixty Bomb 
droppers, Right forward is to be 
seen the captain's cabin, with three 
control wheels, while in close prox- 
imity is the wireless room, enclosed 
in a casing of cotton wool to ensure 
as much silence as possible. 

Lying on one side of the Zeppelin 
itself was a small cane or basket 
coracle, the use of which is not quite 
clear. It may have been intended for 
use in case of descent on the water 
or for lowering men for the purpose 
of observation, An officer informed 
me that everything of any practical 
value is intact, and that we have all 
the information requisite to construct 
a replica if necessary. The length of 
the ship is 680 feet, and her total 
weight, with her crew of twenty-two 
officers and men, about fifty tons, She 
is supposed to have occupied a year 
in building, and to have cost any- 
thing between a quarter and halfia 
million sterling. She carries — seven 
or cight guns, including five ordin- 
ary Maxims, the remainder being 
somewhat heavier,” ’ 

In order to prevent people in Eng-

neighborhood,,or on being so requir- 
ed, neglects to send or deliver th 
same to the competent naval or 
military authority or some person 
authorized by him for the purpose, 
he shall be guilty of an offense ag- 
ainst these regulations, 

“Where any such article is found 
at the place where the aircraft in 
question or the wreck thereof de- 
scended, no person shall, without 
lawful excuse, displace, remove, or 
otherwise interfere with such article,

American Writer Is Surprised at the 
Evidence of Wealth Found 


When an American who has never 
been in Russia before goes t6 Pet 
rograd, Moscow and 
Which he has heard, and then travels 
Jon to a score of others, fine modern 
jand inetropolitan places whose names 
he hardly remembers, he is almost 
certain to begin wondering how we 
in this country came to have so much 
grotesque general information about 
Russia, The empire is now right 
within the doorstep of what in time 
will work out to be an enormous on- 
ward movement in industry, com- 
merce and wealth, and a more uni- 
versal diffusion of education and cul- 
ture, but it is evident that much more 
of all this than we knew was already 
in existence, 

You sce anything but a benighted, 
backward people. .The streets of 
Petrograd are as up-to-date as the 
streets of Chicago, ‘There are 
shops, and stores, and office build- 
ings, ‘The men are as much in a 
hurry, the people are as well dress- 
ed (although with a touch of differ- 
ence) and just as good natured; 
there are crowds and life, there is no 
lack of comfort, and you _ feel 
pretty much at home, 

It is very much the same ona 
journey through other parts of Euro- 
pean. Russia, The railroads are well 
built and well equipped, better con- 
structed on the average than the 
railroads of the United States, as 
far as they go, but not anywhere 
near extensive cnough to serve Rus- 
sia even now. ‘The cities you find 
are all modern and busy, even to 
those away down in the regions bor- 
dering the Black Sea and the Cas- 
pian, 

The. traveller sees also much finer 
agricultural development than he 
has preconceived. Thete are rich 
fields of grain where they obtain 
higher yields per acre than our own 
farmers obtain, There are mead- 
ows of hay that a man from our 
Mississippi Valley would know™ the 
value of. We have known in this 
country of Russia’s extensive pro- 
duction of cereals for the market 
of the world; nevertheless the 
American visitor is apt to express 
surprise at secing for himself what 
some of the Russian agricultural 
country really is, 

It is not an undeveloped ‘country. 
The fact is that Russia has been 
making rapid preparation for an ad- 
vance on every line of development 
for several years. It is a country 
that has laid the foundation for an 
adequate exploitation of enormous 
resources and is now at the ‘point 
for going into large-scale organiza- 
tion of industry, Russia exceeds. the 
United States in the amount ‘and 
breadth of natural resources, 

It has vast resources of iron, coal, 
copper and the rarer industrial and 
precious metals; and the agricultur- 
al possibilities’ include ‘the produc- 
tion, at present, of enough cotton— 
cotton of excellent manutacturing 
quality—to supply half the consump- 
tion of Rassia’s 170,000,000 people. 

Even if the war had not brought 
the fair prospect of the fulfilment of 
Russia's long-fostered atnbition tor 
an outlet for its commodities through 
the Bosphorus, Russia was ready 
for the modernization of huge enter- 
prizes’ and the establishing of new 
ones, — Samuel McRoberts in The 
American, . 


Permits for Settlers’ Fires 


Legislation’ Is Urgently Needed in 
‘Several Provinces 

Every province of Canada has 
learned ‘by bitter experience the en- 
ormous destruction of forest wealth 
that follows the unregulated burning 
of debris resulting from settlers’ 
clearing operations, Owing to their 
proximity to the virgin forest, these 
clearing fires, when set out during 
dry times, or with insufficient super- 
vision, spread in many cases beyond 
control, and have caused the destruc- 
tion of millions of dollars worth of 
timber, which otherwise would have 
furnished employment for Canad- 
jans and raw material for Canadian 
industries, ‘ca 

In British Columbia, Quebec, New 
Brunswick and Nova- Scotia, laws 
have been cnacted for the control of 
this menace, by forbidding the»set- 
ting out of clearing fires excepf*pn 
permit signed by a forest officer, A 
sinilar provision will no doubt be 
considered by the. Ontario Govern- 
janent this winter, There still remain, 
for similar consideration, the prairie 
provinces, Alberta, katchewan 
and Manitoba, The northern .por- 
tions of these provinces are largely 
in forést, and vast areas must always 
remain unsuited to any other pur- 
pose than the growing of timber, The 
forest reserves already established in 
these provinces total some 33,226 
square miles. Many times more tim- 
ber has been uselessly destroyed by 
fire than has ever been cut, ‘Tlie re- 
maining depleted resources are urg- 
ently needed for local consumption, 
i with limited export possibilities, in 
addition, Forestry officers state that 
the greatest damage to the forest re- 
‘serves is through fires which origin- 
Jated outside them, and that the most 


‘important single source of such fires} 


is the unregulated clearing operations 
of settlers in the vicinity of the re- 
serves, * ‘ 

This demidistrates that the provin- 
céal government’ of Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan and* Manitoba should enact 
legislation: previding for the control 
of settlers’ burning gperations, .+in 
forest sections, under. the. perimiit 
system, as has been done dn other 
‘provinces. While general legish 
would be highly desirable, and a 
justified, the most urgent immediate 
need would be met by making the 
permit system effective throughout a 
belt of from three to six miles wide, 
along whe exterior boundaries of the 
fgregt reserves, It is already effec- 
live. Within the reserves, under Do-

British Advances May Force Ger- 
mans to Move Hangars 
Back 


The great Anglo-French offensive 
on the Somine in northern France 
has a direct bearing on future Zep- 
pelin raids on England. This hint 
Was given by a British official in a 
position to know, , 

In the Anglo-lrenech forces on the 
Somine drive a wider and deeper 
wedge into the German line, the en- 
tire line must eventually fall back to 
straighten itself. This would mean 
that the allied aerial bases in north- 
ern France would also move forward, 
The natural sequence is that German 
military and aviation bases, both in 
Belgium and across the Rhine, be- 
come from a strategical and military 
point of view more legitimate objec- 
tives for allied air squadrons, Hith- 
erto, allied air forces have been able 
to make long distance raids, but not 
heavy ones, 

The great Zeppelin hangars in Bel- 
gium, including those now under 
construction and those in Germany 
from which the present raiding Zep- 
pelins operate, will become practic- 
ally useless to Germany. 

According to expert opinion, it is 
not illogical to believe that these 
hangars and thcir contents, under 
such conditions, would be a total 
Joss unless the Germans moved them 
to safer places. Safer places in this 
case would mean far into the interior 
of Germany, 

Thus all ‘caleulations concerning 
the Zeppelin radius of action, atmos- 
plicric conditions and other scientific 
problems of Zeppelin raids on Eng- 
land would have to be made over 
again. Even the radius of the great 
super-Zeppelins would be scriously 
eut down and the smaller type of 
airship) probably would become 
wholly useless so far as “strafing 
England” is concerned,

down to the roots of the things that 
are deepest, most real, and most per- 
manent on either side, The flags 
were divided, but both remained, and 
still remain, “Red, White and Blue.” 
The forms of government wer 
changed, but never once, in Ameri 
or in Britain, has there been -persis- 
tent disloyalty to those Anglo-Saxon 
principles of civil liberty, which, as 
the common heritage of both, run 
back through their common history 
of more than fifteen hundred years. 
When the Royal Highland Regi- 
ments, three | thousand strong, 
matched out of Fayetteville, North 
Carolina, on February 18, 1776, thei 
tartan colors flying, their bagpipe 


playing “wi’ an unco flare,” the air! 


filled with the battle-cries of their 
clans, among the hundreds of Msc- 
donald clansmen was one, lain Mac- 
‘ayan Oig, who on that day carried 
for "George 

Hanover the same broadsword he 
carried thirty years before, on the 
fateful field of Culloden Moor, for 
Prince Charles Edward and the 
House of Stuart. That man was my 
reat-great-grandfather; and with 
him marched and fought three of his 
sons, one of them a young Corporal 
whose name I bear, And his fourth 
son fought under Lord Cornwallis. 


The fortunes of the war brought 
that whole family of Macdonald 
clansmen to Nova Scotia, In 1783, 
after the war was over, they were 
each given soldiers’ grants of land in 
the wide valley of the East River, in 
the county of Pictou. And there, on 
one of the family homesteads, old 
and gnarled, but living still, and in 
witness of events we celcbrate here 
tonight, there grows the “Cornwallis 
Apple Tree.”

hat the Highlanders 
of Carolina, 


Peotone to a man in ‘45, 
fought for the Hanoverian King be- 
cause of a solemn oath of loyalty 
taken after Culloden, and remained 
true to their word and to the sacred- 
ness of “a scrap of paper,’ Dr. Mac- 
donald continued: 

The real issue at stake in the 
revolutionary war was larger than 
the fortunes of any party, far larger 
than at that time was known or 
dreamed on either side, The real is- 
sue was the idea of human freedom, 
the idea that a free people have the 
right to govern themselves, 

That idea _is associated with the 
name Anglo-Saxon, I sometimes call 
it the North American idea, Not that 
it was first conceived in America, and 
not that its origin and history are 
Anglo-Saxon alone, The idea of gov- 
ernment of the people by the people 
and for the people, in its most primi- 
tive form and with its elementary in- 
Stitutions, does indeed run far back 
through the centuries and into the 
homes of the Angles and the Saxons 
in the dark forests of northern “Ger- 
many and around the mouth of the 
Elbe, Fifteen hundred years ago 


lishmen piloted their ways over the 
strange waters, and, following the re- 
treating Romans, founded their col- 
onies in ancient Britain, called the 
country Engla-land,. and set free 
their Anglo-Saxon idea, 

That Anglo-Saxon spark was ,the 
primitive idea of the right of a free 
people to govern themselves, 
only an idea, and through the cen- 
turies it had to fight for its life, It 
fought the military despotism of the 
Romans, It fought the feudalism of 
the Normans, It fought the autoc- 
racy of the Stuarts, It fought the 
dull reactions of the early Hanover- 
ians, It fought, in men like Walpole 
and Pitt and Peel} for .responsible 

overnment, It fought the German- 

ed Georges of that day and the 
half-junker Government of — Lord 
North for the rights of Anglo-Saxons 
and Anglo-Celts in the American col- 
onies, It fought, and it is fighting 
still—that original Anglo-Saxon idea 
—fighting in Europe, fighting in Am- 
erica, fighting on every battlefront of 
the human mind, fighting sometimes 
to the death, but always for freedom 
—fighting everywhere, in Belgium, in 
France, in Poland, in the Near East, 
west front—everywhere the

The Dutch government is ready to 
go to war at any moment to protect 
Holland's neutrality, Dutch officials 
admit it. 

Holland is not tempting fate, 
though, Her diplomats and influen- 
tial newspapers are doing their best 
to keep her from any combination of 
circumstances that night force her 
to side with one belligerent or the 
other in the war, 

Dutch officials candidly admit they. 
will fight England or any unncutral 
act against or upon Duteh soil, and 
that the same thing goes for Ger- 
many. Holland will hght her for the 
same reasons and just as quickly, 

Holland is devoting as much time, 
material and energy to the upbuild- 
ing of her army as she is to the de 
velopment of her navy. 

Today itis the Queen who is the 
(“woman of the hour,” and the real 

eader of the government of Holland. 

Every morning at 6.30 she is at her 
jdesk and she works all day. She at- 
jtends every ministerial councib and 
she is said to have written the clev- 
erest parts of many of Holland's pro- 
jtest notes to both Great Britain and 
| Germany, 
| Holland, as is well known, is build- 
jing a great many submarines. ‘A few 
|days ago a new one was launched 
and the Queen went out in it for half 

n hour, travelling part of the time 
under water, The Queen observes 
strict neutrality in her own house- 
hold. Her husband, Prince Henry, 
was a German prince from Mecklen- 
| burg, so there is naturally some feel- 
ng among pro-ally Dutch about 
\this. His loyalty to Holland is not 
| questioned, but in order not to have 
him suspected in any way he is told 
none of the secrets of state. He is 
made chicf of the Red Cross, go he 
can have somcthing to do, but in this 
work he is-subject to the orders of 
General Schneider, chief of the Gen: 
eral staff.

I do not propose to speak to you 
about the war, tor the country. is 
practicafly unaniuous in holuing that 
it must be prosecuted to viciory, @ ' 
victory sO coupicte af taopen a 
prospect of enuuring peace. What I 
Wish Is to ask you to.renect on the 
|grave quesuons which will arise 
when we come to make a treaty of 
peace and tne policy to be tollowed 
thereatter, Let us repress the spirit 
jot hatred, We are jusiy indignant 
at the way in whicn the enemy 
powers have waged war. We trust 
that our victory will warn the world 
that such metnods must never be re- 
sorted to again, and that © those 
guilty of them wiil be pumsned, But 
is it wise to talk of banning a whole 
people for all time to come? ‘The 
German people are under a harsh and 
tyrannous rule, which has not only 
deceived and misled them, but si- 
lences any protest — and there are 
those who wish to protest — against 
its crimes, Some day, we hope, they 
will overthrow it, when they have 
learnt the truth, To indulge revenge 
will be to sow the seeds of future 
wars, Nations cannot hate one an- 
other for ever, and the sooner they 
cease to do so the better for all of 
them, We must, of course, take all 
proper steps to defend ourselves in 
future from any dangers that might 
arise if after the war the enemy 
countries were to resume an insidious 
hostility, That is at present no more 
than a possibility which: may never 
arise. y 

But the talk we now hear about 
starting, after peace has been con- 
cluded, a new war of trade to follow 
the war of arms has immense ca- 
pacities of mischief, Such a trade 
war would embitter afresh hatreds 
that ought to be allowed to dic, and 
it assumes the continuance of those 
very things from which we expect 
our victory to deliver us once for all, 
To prolong hatreds would — incre 
suspicions, would compel the main- 
tenance of enormous armaments, 
| would lead in time to a recurrence 
lof those very calamities from which 
we are suffering, Let us consult 
j reason rather than passion, If severe 
| terms have to be imposed, let that 
he done only so far as is necessary 
for securing future peace, not in the 
vindictive spirit which, in perpetu- 

ing hatreds, would end by relight 
ing the flames of war.
